Dramatic Stock Increase Exceeds Legitimate Decrease 


Resident Companies ‘Have Jumped 71 Per Cent in the 
Last Three Years—Productions Are Down 
27 Per Cent 


Wrecked Schooner Transformed 
Into Beach Amusement Resort 


FALMOUTH, Mass., Nov. 10--The 
five-masted schooner Bright has been 
converted into a beach amusement 
hall by Oren R, Swett, of Falmouth 
Forside. Mr. Swett bought the 
schooner which had not been used for 
over @ year because of its being dam- 
aged in the bow in a collision off 
Delaware Cape with a steamer. She 
was towed. to Portland. where she was 
docked, without repairs being made to 
the smashed bow. Recently the 
Bright: was beached at Falmouth and 
both the deck and hold turned into 
places for dancing, vaudeville, con- 
certs, etc. The schooner has been 
painted in bright colors and will be 
used for amusements in future from 
May 1 to November 15, Indoor fairs 
will also be held on board. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—According to 
figures compiled by Actors’ Equity Asso- 
ciation, the number of dramatic stock 
companies in the United States has in- 
creased 71 per cent in the last three 
years, while the total number of legiti- 
mate productions has dropped 27 per 
cent during the same period. 

The stock renaissance started in 1926 
and continued thru 1927. During these 
two years the mumber of resident com- 
panies Jumped from 94 to 160. In the 
past year only five additions arm re- 
corded. On the other hand, the legiti- 
mate decline has been more steady, 
altho 1925-'26 reveals the most decided 
drop. The actual course of this national 
trend is given in the accompanying 
table, compiled as of November 1: 


The sudden popularity of talking pic- 
tures has done its share in limiting this 
year’s stock growth to five companies. 
Inasmuch as this field is so recent, the 
full strength of its opposition to stock 
companies can hardly be estimated for 
another year. Meanwhile stock seems to 
be holding its own very well against the 
talkie competition. 

In commenting on these figures Frank 
Gillmore, executive secretary of Equity, 
said they show proof that there is a 
definite need of co-operative and organ- 
ized efforts on the part of the managers 
to retrieve the road. He said: 

“For years Equity has been pointing 
out to mamagers the necessity of co- 
operative effort. After all, the theater is

Colonel Miller informed The Billboard 
that he and his brother, Zack, have dis- 
posed of their cattle interests in Florida 
and Alabama in order to concentrate 
and give their undivided time and at- 
tention to the 101 Ranch outfit next 
season, which will be enlarged and re- 
vamped with new features. Zack will 
travel with the show and Officiate as 
arena director.

Finney as general agent. Finney now is 
connected with the Sibley-Arlington 
South American Shows, as general rep- 
resentative.

Tf Treasure Girl is remembered tt prob- 
ably will be as one of the most disap- 
pointing productions of the season. Sel- 
dom has such an aura of hopeful ex- 
pectancy surrounded a new musical: 
seldom are such hopes so cruelly blasted. 
Notwithstanding the fact that some of 
the most expert craftsmen in the field 
have had a hand tn fashioning it, Treas- 
wre Girl is a rank mediocrity, distinctly 
unworthy of the producers and the ex- 
cellent cast that is forced to labor under 
its burdens. 

Few native writers of light comedy 
have the talent of Vincent Lawrence 
and so it was logical to assume that a 
musical comedy book of which he is co- 
author would offer something Intelitgent- 
ly extraordinary, but this is far from 
the real facts in the present case. Here 
is the most vapid, humorless and abso- 
lutely inane script seen in these parts 
for many moons. Why such shrewd pro- 
ducers deemed it worthy of a Gershwin 
score or as a starring vehicle for Ger- 
trude Lawrence probably will remain one 
of the major mysteries of the season 

Alex A. Aarons and Vinton Freediey 
have a happy faculty for taking medio- 
cre musicals and whipping them into 
rousing entertainment. It’s a 10-to-one 
shot that Treasure Girl will defy their 
efforts unless they build a complete new 
book. It is rare when a supposedly first- 
class Broadway song and dance piece 
elicits no more response than this one 
did on the night reviewed. The first 
ect is just about as arid as they come, 
filled with long, deary stretches of point- 
less dialeg and saved from utter disin- 
tegration only by the generous allotment 
of Gershwin tunes and the welcome re- 
Nef of a noisy, peppy ensemble. 

As a starring vehicle for Miss Lawrence, 
this show is a pity, since it neither fits 
her personality nor the Iimited scope of 
her talents. In the first place, her role 
is unsympathetic, and strive as she does 
she cannot break the spell. It offers no 
Oph nities for Peps ining . 7 
race and infection# ma ; ich, af- 
ter all, are the qualities that have made 
her so tremendously popular. Instead, 
she is inclined to rely on her talents as

However, in a show in 
which relieving notes are few and far 
between, Victor Arden and Phil Ohrran, 
at two pianos, deserve no little praise 
since thelr meager specialty is one of 
the memorable parts of the piece.

Shorter Titles 
In Present Use 


NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—Tihe present sea- 
son notes a change in the manner of 
titling dramatic productions on Broad- 
way. There is marked trind in the di- 
rection of employing shorter titles than 
formerly. This is indicated by a com- 
parison of the number of short and long 
titles that were used at this time a year 


ago. 

Using the month of October as a basis 
for each year, ft is revealed that last 
season there were 10 plays ising titles 
requiring four words each. Iin three of 
these, “The” constituted a word. Dur- 
ing the same period of 1928 only four 
titles ran this long. On the other hand. 
last year there were only tieven plays 
that blared a single-word tilile in their 
lights, as compared with 10 shows this 
season known by one word. This year, 
ll plays have two-word titles, as against 
10 last season, of which six of the latter 
included “The” as one of the two words 
However, 10 shows this year had three- 
word names. whereas only eight attrac- 
tions used as many last season during 
this period. 

A pointer for authors lies in the use of 
the article “The”. This word is much 
less used during the present season than 
it was last yeer. Only seven plays in 
the periad this season have this prefix. 
On the other hand, 16 pieces used it last 
year.

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—What is inter- 
preted as the biggest setback in years for 
yaudeville is a highly authoritative re- 
port that within two months acts will be 
pulled out of the entire string of out-of- 
town houses now being booked by the 
Loew office, and talkies installed in their 
place for the remainder of the present 
season, at least. The programs will con- 
sist of synchronized films, short subjects, 
canned acts and Movietone News. The 
report, relayed several days ago to J. H. 
Lubin, manager of the circuit’s vaude- 
ville booking department, met with un- 
qualified denial. 

The vaudeville field, everybody knows, 
is almost shot to pieces now. This pro- 
jected move on the part of the Loew Cir- 
cuit sets back incalculably the time when 
the variety field will stage its comeback. 
It had been hoped from the very first 
rumble of the talkie menace that several 
months of experience with canned en- 
tertainment would convince exhibitors 
that the talkie diet could by no means 
be depended upon as a staple and exclu- 
sive item. The threatened withdrawal 
from the vaudeville field of Loew's erro- 
necusly called Southern Time should 
make those who offered this optimistic 


prophecy scratch their heads with 
amazement. 
Should the out-of-town houses be 


pulled out of the Loew vaudeville book- 
ing office before the first of the year, the 
move will be in line with a process that 
has been in operation the last eight 
months. Last seaion the Loew road show 
provided 16 weeks, The last checkup re- 
veals but 10 weekr, with full-week stands 
in Norfolk, Atlanta, Memphis. New Or- 
leans, Houston, Toronto, Montreal and 
the Orpheum, Boston, and split-week 
stands im Evansville, Canton and the 
Perk and Granada, Cleveiand. * 

All of the foregoing houses are wired. 
with the exception of Toronto and Mon- 
treal. The reported decision to pull 
these houses out of the vaudefilm class is 
said to have been prompted by the in- 
creasing difficulty in getting strong acts 
to play the road. The diminishing of the 
route by six weeks made Loew's induce- 
mnt to standard acts less enticing. 
Loew was able to offer an act adaptable 
to vaudefilm and de luxers at least 43 
weeks last season. The situation is such 
on the time now that the maximum 
humber of weeks available is 30, this in- 
cluding four possible weeks in the de 
luxe houses still using stage material, 
the Palace, Washington; Century, Balt!- 
more; Penn, Pittsburgh, and State. 
Cleveland. The remaining seven of the 
former 11. de luxe stands are being oper- 
sted under all-sound policies. 

A dent already has been made in the 
Loew road show, with Evansville out of 
the running this and next week, having 
been booked with big talkie specials. 
There is no telling now what will be the 
extent of, the vaudeville booking office's 
activities by the middle of January, when 
Loew's wiring schedule will be operating 
100 per cent. There has been talk all 
aiong of radical changes fn the policies 
Of the circult’s local houses due to talkie 
innovations.

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—In a statement 
given to The Billboard several days ago 
an officia} of the V. M. P. A. denied that 
cases on file against John Robbins. local 
booker, and the Brook Theater, Bound 
Brook, N. J., have yet been settled. In 
conflict with an interview given out by 
Robbins, wherein he stated that insofar 
as he knew his status is clear with the 
managers’ arbitration organization, this 
official said that two cases are yet to 
be settled jointly by Robbins and Meyer 
Cohen, operator of the Bound Brook 
house, before their records are cleared. 

As partly detailed in The Billboard 
two weeks ago, Robbins and Cohen are 
held responsible by the V. M. P. A. for 
salaries forthcoming to Seamon and Mar- 
cellus and the Earl Mountain Rerue. 
The charge is that Cohen refused to 
play the acts, which were contracted 
for an engagement the first half of the 
week beginning last Labor Ddy. He is 
said to have refrained from making any 
financial settlement in accordance with 
the terms of uniform play-or-pay agree- 
ments 

Another unsettled case charged against 
the Robbins-Cohen account in V. M. P. 
A. files concerns the breaking of a con- 
tract by the pair for an engagement 
previous to the Labor Day fracas which 
was to have been played by Tock and 
Toy. This official, in discussing both 
cases, Opined that the claims have not 
been settled to date because Robbins 
and Cohen have been playing a hood- 
wink game, switching respomsibility for 
indebtedness from one to the other, the 
acts meanwhile being deprived of their 
rightful salary claims. 

The V. M. P. A. has issued a warning 
to acts that the organization will no 
longer be concerned with contract-break- 
ing cases brought about by Brook Thea- 
ter dates. The official entrusted with 
broadcasting the warning explained that 
if word is passed of the management's 
unwiliingness to abide by the standards 
set down by the V. M. P. A. there would 
be better results from present claims 
and less claims against this house of 
this nature to be handled in the future.

The New York office is not in a posi- 
tion to tell an artiste what the Levey 
Time consists of, the Coast supplying it 
only with Menger information. This 
tends to discourage the act desiring to 
play the circuit.

WHEN MERGERS and shakeups make 
their presence felt less important things 
like “new face” and “new act” policies 
are forgotten—and much to the regret 
of those who are foolish enough to take 
at their word the trumpeting of major 
circult press representatives. The “new 
face” policy, a8 it aiffects the Palace, New 
York, which can justly be regarded as 
@ standard on which to base observations 
On the trend of muaterial being used by- 
the big time, is gone and forgotten. Last 
week the eight-act bill included but two 
acts that might, by an energetic stretch 
of the imagination, be deemed qualified 
for a place in the “new face” ranks. 
Yet, one of these, the Fur Fashion Pag- 
eant and Revue, is no more a vaudeville 
act than Al Jolson is a smalitimer. 
The week before the Palace show scored 
100 per cent-on the old-face rating. 
The bills mentioned were better than 
ordinary. In fact, last week’s show 
scored higher than many others for 
weeks back. 

We find no all-embracing fault with 
the quality of the Palace shows; there 
is no one who can. The point we make 
is that with the generally high grade of 
material booked into the 47th Street 
stand the big time cheapens its appeal 
to the public—and even to the trade— 
by ballvhooing a situation that does not 
exist wWuile it neglects to boost its real 
stock in, trade, good, strong and estab- 
lished acts. If the big time found its 
search for new material unfruitful it 
could just as well admitted as much, 
thereby giving credit where credit is 
due, to the perennial “names” in bulk 
which make the essence of vaudeville 
something that will never die. 


WAITING LINES in producers’ and 
vaudeville casting offices were never 
longer in the last decace than now. It’s 
no longer news to relate that vaudeville 
is Gn the blink. We all know that, ex- 
cept for the few fortunate ects that 
have been working steadily tre tast sea- 
som and are too far removed trom lay- 
offs to give the depressing situatior 
personal attention. The Christmas holi- 
days are coming and bad as are the 
times it is almost certain that in pur- 
suits other than the stage there is an 
opportunity for artistes to rake up a 
few dollars until the new year is ush- 
ered in on the wings of new hope for 
vauceville. Department stores are al- 
ready reaching out into the variety field 
for stunt peopie. This Christmas shop- 
ping season, possibly more than an) 
other, the gigantic retail organizations 
will employ novel methods of exploita- 
tion necessitating the employment not 
only of professional people, but bally- 


"hoo experts as well. Our advice to those 


who have been met with rebukes the last 
several months in trying to get breaks 
is to crush their foolish pride and Jump 
into this profitable field until the face 
of vaudeville assumes a more optimistic 
countenance. 

By insuring themselves a steady in- 
come for some six weeks, performers can 
acquire more independence and make it 
possible to hold off when the breaks 
will come for better offers than they 
would be forced to take had they been 
out of work during the pre-Christmas 
period. The breaks will come; that is 
certain. Whether for all or just a measly 
few it is difficult to prophesy. However, 
the performer with an inflated wallet 
will be better Gualified to choose the 
better opportunities. Department stores 
and such are the solution to the bread- 
and-butter problems of a large part of 
the harassed profession. Pride swal- 
lowed On this unusual occasion will be 
found to be thoroly digestible and bene- 
ficial.

Columbia Head Unleashes Broadside 
Against European Production Field 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12-—Harry Cohn, 
production head of Columbia Pictures, is 
back from Europe after a four months’ 
trip and proceeds to unleash a broad- 
side of verbal barrage on the picture- 
producing business abroad Cohn re- 
fuses to take the European product 
seriously and insists that the supremacy 
of American-made pictures is in no way 
threatened or in amy danger of being 
affected abroad. 

Germany, Cohn believes, is out to 
gain complete dominance in the DBu- 
ropean field, but has England and France 
to contend with. According to Cohn, 
Germany is trying to gain this end by 
the negotiation of a reciprocal arrange- 
ment, which will open the German thea- 
ters to # certain numiber of productions 
from each European country in return 
for a continental market for German 


product. Mutual customs concessions 
simplify the arrangement. 


“Altho I found that each country had 
increased production to meet the con- 
certed movement of giving home product 
a chance,” Cohn declared, “the foreign 
motion picture os it stands today does 
not offer our own any serious competi-«- 
tion. It is true that the legislative ac- 
tivity started a year ago to restriét the 
ratio of American films imported or 
used by exhibitors is still strong. 

“Compared to our own ottsetanding 
Preductions, foreign-made pictures lose 
cut. A visit to the leading motion pic- 
ture thoaters of Furope, whefe I could 
make a comprehensive survey of the 
average motion picture, convinced me 
that with the exception of a very few 
productions the majority of offerings are 
far below our usual program picture.”

He 
beileves that. the screen directors fa- 
miliar with tethnique; camera angles, 
etc., will be retained tc direct this part 
of future procdluctions, while directors 
from the legitimate stage and kindred 
fields are the bist equiped to direct the 
players in dialog and stage action 

A man like Robert Florey is invahjable 
because of his camera angles and other 
technical knoyfedge, while a man like 
George Abbott, from the stage, is in- 
valuable to a picture from the dialog 
point of view.

This is being done in con- 
nection with the purchase of the Stanley 
Company of America and acquiring con- 
trol of the Skouras Brothers’ enterprises 
of St. Louis. 

Report of Warner Bros. and subsidiaries 
for the year ended August 31 shows a 
net profit of $2,044,841, equivalent to 
$3.72 a share on 550,000 shares of stock. 
This compares with net profit of $30,426 
or five cents a share on the combined 
shares for the previous year.

State Rights Producers 
In Quandary Over Talkies signing stage People 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—Leaders in the 
independent producing field for the 
State market find themselves in a 
quandary as a result of the current na- 
tion-wide demand for talking pictures 
and the gradual diminishing of interest 
in the silent features. They are up 
against a stonewall and in doubt as to 
just which way to turn. Working with a 
limited budget on each production they 
can hardly see their way clear to plunge 
recklessly into synchronization, sound 
effects and <ilalog realizing, as they do, 
that there is but slight possibility of 
thetr being eble to recoup on their heavy 
investment. 

“The small exhibitors to which our 
company caters can pay just so much 
and not a dime more for rentals,” Paul 
Richratt, treasurer of Quality Pictures, 
expounded for The Billboard. “This same 
condition holds good with all other in- 
dependents covering our particular field. 
We naturally cannot hope to compete 
with Paramount, Fox, Warners and other 
larger producing companies, even tho 
we realize that a way must be found for 
solving the present-day problem of 
sound. There exists no question in my 
mind but that talking pictures are here 
to stay, und this, I believe, is generally 
conceded to be a fact among other in- 
dependent producers. 

“However, we deal with a certain class 
of houses and therefore must consider 
the innovation of sound in a More re- 


strained manner than the com- 
panies that find a ready market for their 
product in big first-run houses. We can 
hardly invest thousands of dollars over 
our original production investment in 
scoring a picture that we probably get s 
rental of $10 for from the small ex- 
hibitor. Another point to bear in mind 
is that two separate and distinct treat- 
Ments must necessarily be made—one 
with sound and one in the silent version. 
The financial demands of such a move 
would be too overwhelming for the 
smaller producer to overcome and could 
only result in disaster.” 


Té is Richratt’s opinion that the 
majority of the announcements from 
“quickie” producers on their sound plans 
are just so much poppycock and should 
be taken with a grain of salt. This 
opinion is also held by other showmen 
who tab the announcements as so much 
hooey and mainly gestures for crashing 
in on a portion of the free publicity that 
is going the rounds with sound. 


While they mull over ways and means 
of saving their field from the financial 
rocks, the bulk of the independents are 
methodically going about the business of 
completing their current schedules. The 
majority realize that it will still be 
some little time before the small thea- 
ters are in a position to relegate silent 
pictures to the scrap heap entirely and 
insist upon dialog, even in the State- 
right product. 
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May Shelve Talkie 
Of “Great Power” 


$20,000 Waste Reported in Mak- 
ing——Paid Actors and Others 
Expense Money 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12. — The Great 
Power, talkie made from the Myron C. 
Fagan play with the original cast intact, 
will probably be shelved, according to 
reports. The picture cost $80,000 to 
make, of which $20,000 is said to have 
been waste due to inefficient supervision 
of its production at the Bristoiphone 
plant in Waterbury, Conn. 

It is understood the artists were al- 
lowed expense money while making the 
picture. Minna Gombell, the star, and 
Fagan, the author, got $20 a day, while 
the other artists were given $10 each and 
the stage mechanics $5 each. 

The Frank A. Warner interests were 
planning to show the picture on Broad- 
way. 


M-G-M Shorts Finished 


NEW YORK, Nov. 12—M-G-M has 
completed for early release four two-reel 
talkies which will be released shortly, 
some of them getting their first-run 
showings at the Capitol. 

They are two one-acters by Kenyon 
Nicholson, author of The Barker. One, 
Casino Gardens, was directed by Carlo 
De Angelo, from the lIezit.; the other, 
Confession, was directed by Lionel 
Barrymore, with Robert Ames and Car- 
roll Nye featured. Both these playlets 
were produced at the Provincetown Play- 
house here. 

Phipps, Stanley Houghton’s one-act 
playlet, made under the supervision of 
Lowell Sherman, with Betty Prancisco 
and Cyril Chadwick in the leading 
roles, and Gus Edwards’ first talkie, a 
two-reel Technicolor subject called Gus 
Edwards Song Revue, are the others al- 
ready finished.

When 
acts do not get over in New Haven they 
are given a two weeks’ notice by Publix 
and replaced when the shows hit New 
York.

N. W. Indep-ndents Win 
Court Case From U. A. 


PORTLAND, Ore., Nov. 10—‘The North- 
west Independent Exhibitors’ Association 
won a case against the United Artists 
when e decision was rendered in favor of 
P. A Partridge, operating the Coliseum 
Theater at Tillamook, Ore., on account 
of the late delivery of the film, Gaucho, 
June 11. Some weeks ago the arbitra- 
tion board had rendered a decision in 
favor of the U. A., but after J. J. Fiem- 
ing, secretary of the Northwest Inde- 
pendent Exhibitors’ Association, present- 
ed the case on behalf of Partridge, the 
decision was reversed, with the result 
that Partridge was awarded the de- 
cision. 

The case sets a precedent in this sec- 
tion, shows the strength of the associa- 
tion and also shows that the exhibitor 
saves both time and money in belonging 
te the association, which has demon- 
strated that it can effectively fight his 
battles. 


Prizefight Films 


As an echo of the last Dempsey-Tunney 
prize ficht, a ruling by the Federal Court 
for the Western District of Virginia re- 
gardine a seizure of prize-fight films is 
of interest. The case was that of H. A. 
Rose, who in conjunction with an Ameri- 
cen Legion Post had given an afternoon 
exhibition of the films In a Lynchburg 
theater. Another showing had been ad- 
for the evening, but between 
performances a deputy marshal, under a 
search warrant issued by the United 
States Commissioner, seized the films. No 
warrant for the arrest of Rose or of any 
individual was issued or asked for. The 
court now holds that proper basis for 
the warrant was lacking; that exhibition 
of prize-fight pictures is not evidence of 
a conspiracy. The motion to restore the 
property was granted. 

The ban upon prize-fight film trans- 
portation is illogical. There is no rule 
against transportation of still pictures. 
Every newspaper in the country carries 
in its columus reproductions of the 
crucial moments of every major en- 
counter. The microphone today is in- 
talled at each ringside, end every radio 
owner who so desires can sit in comfort

The ban on prize-fight 
film transportation does not prevent the 
American public from learning the full 
details of every major fistic encounter. 

It is likely that the court ruling will 
be contested. Whether it is sustained 
or not, however, is of small importance. 
If it is deleterious to the morals of 
America to have contact with prize fight- 
ine, the law should be amended to in- 
clude a ban upon broadcasting and upon 
the transportation of still pictures. If 
Congress believes that the United States 
is not injured by listening to radio ac- 
counts of fights and looking upon pic- 
tures published in the press, it should 
lift the ban upon the transportation ct 
prize-fight films—Wdashington Post.

As it is, it gives 
great promise at the outset, but floun- 
ders around uncertainly about the mid- 
Gle while the thread of plot is some- 
what lost by the introduction of spe- 
cialties and then closes suddenly with 
a twist that scores a laugh at the finish. 

Demarest is seen bidding his wife 
away on the train.

THE RAYART-BRITISH deal marks an 
advance on the part of both Rayart and 
British Screen Productions for mutual 
benefits and also signalizes a further 
step ahead in the interchange of world 
picture product. 


England has had tough sledding in her 
fight to export product to America. Ger- 
many, Russia and even France have been 
more successful in the sale of film for 
consumption here, but with the quota 
legislation in *Great Britian a bitterly 
waged bit of propagarda against our own 
pictures sent there by the thousands, 
there has been something of a “feeling” 
existing between America and her proud 
world contemporary. 


New, however, this feeling is beginning 
to disappear. American producers, realiz- 
ing there is some very worth-while prod- 
uct in England, are starting to make as 
much use of this foreign country and 
its pictures as it does of others. 


Joseph M. Schenck has been largely 
instrumental in bringing about closer 
relations by making pictures there, and 
now that Rayart has joined hands in a 
production get-together with British 
Screen for an interchange of prod- 
uct, it is indicated that England is go- 
ing to have its chance. 


The two pictures Paramount bought, 
Nell Gwyn and Madame Pompadour; 
Dawn, brought here by Arthur Ham- 
merstein, and @ Ships, imported by the 
Pilm Arts Guild, are practically the only 
British pictures obtained for distribu- 
tion here in the last five years. All 
have been somewhat above average, with 
Neil Gwyn and Q Shins stacking up in 
an unusually favorable way with thi 
best of American program pictures. 

FP. Ray Johnson did not have charity 
in mind when he closed a deal with 
British Screen, nor did George W. Pear- 
son, of the latter company, feel himself 
influeaced by any humanitarian or 
beneficent motives in agreeing to the 
deal. 


Both knew they were to be financially 
benefited and their product given wicer 
distribution. 

The important thing is that the way 
has been paved finally for American and 
British producers <o get together for 
their own mutual good. 


INSIDERS in Pathe proudly proclaim 
that the company, severely retarded dur- 
ing the past two years, is to stage a 
comeback with the brightest prospects of 
its career shining forth brilliantly from 
the power cells of the talkies.

Yale Dramatic School 
Announces Yeat’s Program 


FRIDGEPORT, Comn. Nov. 10.—An 
ambitious program of the Yale Graduate 
School of Drama has been announced by 
Professor George Pierce Baker, its head. 
It includes the production of four full- 
length plays in addition to several bills 
of one act-pieces. The first three-act 
play will be a 15th century costume 
drama, written by Talbot Jennings, of 
Moscow, Ida., which will be produced 
for the private audience of the drama 
school on Novémber 21 and 22. On No- 
vember 6 a bill of one-act plays will be 
presented, 

The other three full-length plays to 
be produced this year ar@ a comedy of 
Scotch life by William Robertson, a 
modern play by Robert Powell, Jr., and a 
comedy of apartment life by Leopold 
Atlas, whé ha@ one short play produced 
lart ,year. The productions will be 
shown, as tn the past, before Professor 
Baker's private audience of 1,400 profes- 
sional mer and women, society folks, 
students and members of the Yale facul- 
. In return for the privilege of being 
on the List, must send in a signed 
review within a week after seeing the 
play.

The Sacco-Vanzetti Play 


It was inevitable that the Sacco-Van- 
wetti tragedy, because of its connotations, 
would appear in drama. Tolstoy, Check- 
ov, Hardy would have sensed its dra- 
matic qualities instantly, as no doubt 
Galsworthy, Drinkwater and others have. 

If so, our American playwrights have 
anticipated them. Gods of the Light- 
ning, by Maxwell Anderson and Harold 
Dickerson, is running in New York. Not 
all the critics are willing to call it a 
great play, but Stark Young thinks it is. 
He makés the interesting point in the 
current New Republic that like Elektra 
the play introduces no surprise and is 
therefore easily deceptive. That is, the 
audience knows what is going to happen, 
having read the story exhaustively in 
the public prints. Nevertheless, Mir. 
Young thinks the dramatic interest in 
it is sustained and reaches a climax that 
easily puts it in the category of signifi- 
cant modern drama. 

That is not, in our cpinion, improb- 
able. The Sacco-Vanzetti case stirred 
the whole world. It symbolized as noth- 
ing else in our time has man's inhuman- 
ity to man, a living sacrifice to class. It 
was the class psychosis, not the evidence, 
that sent Sacco and Vanzetti to their 
deaths. This is better understood now, 
as it will in time become perfectly clear. 
The Outlook has all butracquitted Van- 
zetti of the Bridgewater robbery, albeit 
his conviction of it was a determining 
factor in the subsequent trial for mur- 
der. 

Elektra has never suffered as a drama 
from popular familiarity with the story. 
Like ourselves, the Greeks knew what 
happened before they went to the play 
Nevertheless, it gripped them and held 
them, as it does us. Mr. Young seems to 
think the Sacco-Vanzetti play, because 
of its intense dramatic quality, will do 
the same thing.—The St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch..

Stock Will Replace Mutual Shows 
At Columbia Theater, New York 


NEW YORK, Nov. 10—wWalter Reade and Jerome Rosenberg, directing man- 
agers of the Columbia Theater, served notice Monday to stage employees and mu- 
sicians that their services would not be required after Saturday, November 17. 
At the same time notice was served on the Mutual Burlesque Association that all 
booking of circuit shows subsequent to Billy (Beef Trust) Watson’s Chicken Trust, 


week of November 12, is te be canceled. 


Reade was noncommittal on the cause 
of his change in policy, apparently con- 
tenting himself with the explanation 
that Mutual Circuit shows alone hadn't 
sufficient drawing qualities to make their 
presentation alone profitable to the 
house, and, considering the cost to the 
house for the shows and the necessary 


extras, he felt he could give a stock 
company presentation at less expense 


and more profit to the house, especially 
in view of the fact that it was necessary 
to employ union stage employees and 
mion musicians for the presentation of 
circuit shows, whereas he can present 
stock with non-union stage employees 
and non-union musicians. 

Rosenberg, when informed of his 
brother’s explanation, coincided with all 
Reade had said, and qualified it with the 
further statement that on assuming the 
actual circcting management of the 
theater he will endeavor to make up 
the deficit by a change in policy in the 
presentation of circuit shows in conjunc- 
tion with extra attractions, that included 
vaudeville acts and featured films, run- 
ning continuously from 11:30 a.m. to 6:30 
Pp.m., at 65 cents for any seat in the 
house, and a regular burlesque perform- 
ance at night at $1.65 top. 

With that policy, shows played to as 
high es $18,000 gross on the week—but 
for one week only—and since then the 
patronage has fallen off until it has be- 
come unprofitable, due in @ great part 
to the extra time demanded by stage 
employees, movie profectionists and Mu- 
sicians, and the sameness of the circuit 
shows, which led up to a decision on the 
part of Reade and Rosenberg to eliminate 
union stage hands, movie projectionists, 
musicians and circuit shows, replacing 
them with non-union stage employees, 
movie projectionists, musicians, and a 
newly organized stock company. 

The union men are now working out 
their two weeks’ notice, and the stock 
company is being organized to open 
Monday, November 19. 

According to Rosenberg, he hasbeen 
keeping tab on the circuit shows and 
their patrons, and from what he has 
seen and heard in the shows, supple- 
mented by personal inquiries of the 
patrons, he is satisfied that with the 
elimination of the tax on house for book- 
ing fee to the M. B. A., raijroad pool, 
transfer of scenery and baggage, and 
union scale, there will be a saving of 
money that can be distributed more ad- 
vantageously among members of the 
stock company in salaries sufficiently 
high to attract more proficient perform. 
ers than possible with the circuit shows, 
and by having a proficient producer to 
lay out the entire production and presen- 
tation weekly with a permanent com- 
pany, the Columbia will get a much bet- 
ter presentation. 


Granting that Reade and Rosenberg 
have taken a logical and practical stand 
as far as their shows are concerned, it is 
apparent to those familiar with the inner 
workings of burlesque that they have 
overlooked or underestimated the import 
of their elimination of union stage em- 
ployees, movie projectionists and mu- 
sicians in favor of non-union attaches. 

Burlesque is conceded to be the work- 
ingman’s show, and the effect that the 
Reade and Rosenberg change from union 
to non-union theater attaches will have 
on the workingman'’s patronage is prob- 
lematic. 

When this phase of the situation was 


presented to Reade and Rosenberg, they 
became noncommittal, but nevertheless 
emphatic in their declaration that. they 
were fully prepared to proceed with their 
plans for the transfer of policy to become 
effective November 19. 


The Columbia Theater was built some 
17 years ago by the Columbia Theater 
& Building Corporation, for the exclusive 
presentation of Columbia Circuit shows, 
under a booking arrangement with the 
Columbia Amusement Company, an al- 
lied corporation, 


Under the personal directing manage- 
ment of J. Herbert Mack, president’ of 
the Columbia Amusement Company, the 
Columbia Theater became the ace house 
of the circuit, the one house on the cir- 
cuit that burlesque performers looked 
forward to playing in the knowledge that 
therein they would be seen by Broadway 
producers, vaudeville booking agents and 
other representatives of theatricals be- 
sides burlesque. 


That performers were right in this 
aspect has been proven by their gradua- 
tion from burlesque to Broadway in mu- 
sical comedy and vaudeville. 


For years the Columbia Circuit shows 
attracted a genteel clientele that in- 
cluded many women, but with the 
elimination of Columbia Circuit shows 
and the presentation of Mutual Circuit 
shows women patronage at the Columbic 
has dwindled to almost nothing, and a 
notable change has taken place in the 
male clientele, for whereas formerly the 
men for the most part presented the ap- 
pearance of prosperous playgoers, they 
now consist of a nondescript collection, 
who revel in the sight of nudity and in- 
decency, and to please this type of 
patrons the management of the house 
and circuit shows let down the former 
Columbia ban on indecency, and the 
performers were apparently given carte 
blanche to please the patrons. Recently 
the police served notice by their daily 
presence that a police pinch was prospec- 
tive, whereupon the house management 
posted notices, and I. H. Herk, president

Gayety, Minneapolis, 
Closed by Mayor 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 10.—Mayor 
George E. Leach on Friday issued an 
order that the Gayety Theater be closed 
tonight at 11 o'clock, the order coming 
after many months of argument over 
the class of performances staged in the 
house. 

Mayor Leach declared that he believed 
the type of show staged in the Gayety 
warranted the closing of the theater, 
stating that council apparently did not 
want to do anything. 


The Mayor's summary action came on 
the heels of a decision by the city 
council Hcense committee to submit the 
Gayety license revocation question to a 
special committee of citizens, with a 
request that a report be returned in 
three weeks. 

Mayor Leach announced his intention 
to close the show in a letter to Jimmie 
James, manager of the theater. The 
closing order will be issued under the 
police power held by the Mayor. 

In his letter he said: 

“After an investigation extending over 
sevefal months I have found the class 
of shows at the Gayety Theater of a 
nature, in my opinion, detrimental to 
the welfare of the city of Minneapolis. 

“They have not been clean and I 
therefore notify you that I am going 
to revoke your license, effective at 11 
p.m. Saturday, November 10, 1928. 

“I have’ discussed this matter with 
you and other interested parties so 
many times I believe it is quite unnec- 
essary for me to go into further detail.” 

Discussing his order, Mayor Leach said 
that he had notified Mr. James on 
August 15 that he would not be per- 
mitted to open the house this season 
unless he gave some assurance that the 
shows would be placed on a higher 
plane. He said he had received many 
complaints and investigated the situa- 
tion himself; that council didn’t want 
to act, so he did.

Tesponding to the imspiration of so vast 
ah apprec ation, gave &@ superb program. 
It was a great trtumph musically as well 
as in attendanc While the selections 


were chosen from among the more fa- 
miliar classics, there wes nothing of the 
hackneyed about the concert Among 
the numbers played were Mendelssohn's 
Concertc in E Minor, with 4 violin solo 
by John Eeicher, concert master; Bor 
Gin dances from Prince Igor; Schu- 
bert’s Unfitished Symphony; Bizet’s 
Carmen, Suite 1, and Wagner’s Tann- 
h@user. Veona Sokolowsky, local soprano 
of note, assisted in the rendition of 
Ave Maria by Bach-Gounod. 

One of the outstanding features of 
the concert was the first public appear- 
ance of the Schola Cantorum, local chor- 
al society newly organized by Karl 


Krueger. Acoustics of the auditorium 


were pronounced excellent by music 
critics and by Mr. Krueger. The un- 


precedented success of the auditorium 
concert puts the future of Seattle's 
Symphony Orchestra on a firmer basis 
than ever before.

Seattle 
is a cosmopolitan city and the various 
foreign elements were well represented. 
Because of the capacity of the audi- 
torium it has been possible for Seattle 
to offer this series of concerts at prices 
ranging from 25 cents to $1. 


Memphis Gives High Praise 
To American Opera Company 


The American Opera Company, now on 
tour cf the country, was accorded high 
praise for its four performances of 
opera in English in Memphis, Tenn., on 
the first three days of November. One 
Memphis daily had the following to say: 
“The American Opera Company far ex- 
ceeded the hope of those who had read 
‘about it or heard of its success in other 
cities. None who love opera should miss 
any of the performances by the Ameri- 
can Opera Company.” Another Mem- 
pbis daily stated: “The American Opera 
Company’s visit to Memphis provea 
that the company war all its herald 
claimed for it and awakened people of 
this city to the knowledze that opera 
could be produced in English by Ameri- 
cans as fine anc enjoyable as tho it 
were imported by Milan.” Vladimir 
Rosing and his organization of young 
American singers will play in many of 
the large cities of the South and the 
West and will not return to Chicago 
until early in the New Year. The out- 
come of this tour is being watched with 
much, interest by those anxious that 
this country shall have opera sung in 
English by competent singers.

Thousands of people in musical, edu- 
cational and civic organizations as well 
as music Jovers will participate in the 
national celebration of Schubert Week 
November 18 to 25, organized by the 
Columbia Phonograph Company. From 
ohne end of the country to the other 
various civic organizations heve been 
co-operating towarcs a special program 
of Schubert music during this week. As 
special events for the metropolitan dis- 
trict there will be Schubert concerts by 
the Juilliard Foundation, the Beethoven 
Association, the Philharmonic Symphony 
Scciety and the Brooklyn Institute of 
Fine Arts. Special programs have been 
arranged and there will be definite days 
set down for certain concerts. 
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RADIANA PAZMORE, contralto, 
who made her professional debut 
recently with much success at the 
John Golden Theater, New York, will 
shortly begin a concert tour. Miss 
Pazmore and her two sisters are 
known as the Pazmore Trio and have 
been recognized as one of the finest 
American chamber music organiza- 
tions.

Again 
Leopold Stokowski directed and received 
his usual ovations, which he repeatedly 
shared with his worthy assistants.

For this the solo- 
ists were Mischa Mischakoff (violin), 
Marcel Tabuteau (oboe), S. Cohen 
(trumpet) and Wm. Kincaid (flute) and 
deserve special mention. Nina Koshetz, 
soprano, offered an all-Russian group 
of three songs, with orchestra accom- 
paniment. The especially pleasing nov- 
elty was a new symphony by Szostako- 
wicz (another very young composer of 
Soviet Russia). It was splendidly per- 
formed and well received Handel's 
Overture in D-Minor, played just before 
the intermission, was given a memorable 
reading by Stokowski and was the treat 
of an altogether excellent program.

Schutzendorf and Arthur Hackett, as 
soloists. 


Eigenschenk Will Dedicate 
New Organ in Paris Theater 


Edward Ejigenschenk, who has been 
studying organ with Joseph Bonnet in 
Paris during the past eight months, has 
been engaged as organist of the Clichy 
Palace, one of the large French motion 
picture theaters in Faris. Mr. Eigen- 
schenk will dedicate the new Standaart 
organ recently installed in this theater 
and will be featured as a solo artist. 
This young organist is a graduate of the 
American Conservatory of Music of 
Chicago, where he studied motion pic- 
ture music playing under the direction 
of Frank Van Dusen. He has also been 
offered a one-year contract as feature 
organist at the Paramount Theater in 
Paris, but which he was compelled to 
decline inasmuch as he is sailing for 
America early in December to re- 
establish himself at the American Con- 
servatory of Music in Chicago. 


La Argentina Conquers 
In Her Dance Recital 


NEW YORK, Nov. 10—La Argentina. 
the much-heralded Spanish dancer, com- 
ing to America after her sensational 
triumphs in Paris, met with wild ac- 
Claim on the part of a distinguished 
audience last night in her first dance 
recitai at Town Hall, and completely 
justified her reputation as the greatest 
living Spanish dancer. 

The work of this singular and most 
exquisite artiste, the like of which has 
never been seen in this country, sur- 
passed all technical bounds and in every 
sense became great art. She brings an 
authority which none can deny and the 
extreme beauty of rhythm she evidences 
both in castanet and heel work co- 
ordinated with bodily movement shows 
@ mastery which must have cost her 
many years of hard work. There can be 
no doubt that the dance recitals which 
La Argentina is to give in this country 
will do much to crystallize the groping 
schoc! of Spanish dancing we have seen 
upon our own stage. It will form, too, 
a@ new inspiration for the fast developing 
American ballet. 

Cne would be at a loss to pick from 
her program any one number which ex- 
ceeded in beauty that of another. As 
an artiste she is gifted with rare poise 
and contrary to the usual idea of Span- 
ish dancing showed much spirituality 
and elegance. Her dance creations are 
true forms of art and embrace design, 
form afd dimension. The music used 
by La Argentina consisted chiefly of 
the modern Spanish masters, Granados 
De Falla and Albeniz. The costumes and 
gowns were by Callot Soeurs, Paris, and 
in the fire dance from the ballet, Elamor 
Brujo, by De Falla. which was a ritual 
dance for driving away evil spirits\her 
costume was designed by Bacarisas. In 
this the matter of color, form and 
movement reached perhaps the height of 
presentation. 

La Argentina was assisted at the piano 
by Carmencita Perez, who is soloist of 
the Royal Spanish Court. J. B.

Another booklet, Christmas Eve 
Caroling, offers practical hints for carry- 
ing on this increasingly popular custom 
thru the streets of a town or city. 
Groups which anticipate carrying on the 
caroling work can obtain much helpful 
information by getting in touch with 
the National Bureau. 


Van Dusen Returns From Paris 


Frank Van Dusen, director of organ 
department of the American Conserva- 
tory of Music, Chicago, has resumed his 
teaching after spending three months in 
Paris. He gives enthusiastic praise to 
some of the organ playing heard while 
in Paris. He made several visits to the 
choir loft of Notre Dame, where Louis 
Vierne has presided at the organ for 
nesriy 30 years, and in commenting on 
his playing Mr. Van Dusen stated it 
was that of a rare artist and a great 
master. He also speaks in high praise 
of the playing of Charles Marchal a 
young man whose work is of a high 
degree of excellence. Wr. Van Dusen 
also visited M. Widor us the Church of 
St. Sulphice and heard this 80-odd-year- 
old organist play from his own latest 
organ work, as well as one of his own 
arrangements of Bach's Memento.

Every seat affords an unobstructed view 
of the stage. 


WANT CASINO AT LONG BRANCH 


In Long Branch, N. J., a campaign is 
under way for the construction of a 
Casino designed to be as elaborate as 
the convention hall under construction 
on the Boardwalk at Asbury Park. Ex- 
penditure of $700,000 is called for in the 
plans. Fire destroyed the old Casino 
last spring. Work is progressing rapidly 
on the convention hall under cons‘truc- 
tion in Asbury Park. Mayor Hetrick led 
the drive for the expenditure of more 
than $5,000,000 to construct convention 
hall, theater and amusement pier. 


LEGION FAVORS AUDITORIUM 


Early construction of the downtown 
municipal auditorium in Fort Worth, 
Tex., was urged at the monthly business 
meeting of John W. Low Post No. 53, 
American Legion, which authorized the 
appointment of a committee to confer 
with city officials and members of the 
Ulrickson project committee in an effort 
to assure that provision be made for 
the auditorium out of the first funds 
available for distribution under the su- 
pervision of the Ulrickson group. The 
committee will also conduct a campaign 
to create sentiment for immediate work 
on the building. Permanent opposition 
to the plan to combine a municipal au- 
ditorilum with the Fort Worth public 
market plant was announced Friday by 
three city officials.

The Boston Madison Square Garden 
will open November 17 at the North Sta- 
tion, Boston. The seating capacity as 
an auditorium will be approximately 18,- 
000. The building will be used this win- 
ter for boxing and by Boston National 
League hockey team, Harvard Varsity 
and University Club hockey teams. The 
Boston Garden in almost every way is 
similar to the New York Garden and will 
play the same sort of attractions. Shel- 
don H. Fairbanks is manager and Ber- 
nmard Wiesman is assistant manager,

THE GENERAL EXECUTIVE BOARD 
of the International Alliance of Stage 
Employees and Motion Picture Operators 
of the United States and Canada convene 
this Saturday at the Hotel Roosevelt, 
New Orleans.

Justice Joseph Waleh 
handed down a decision exonerating the 
defendants of the charges of conspiracy 
against the plaintiff. The verdict re- 
sulted from a new trial ordered by the 
Supreme Court before a jury and Justice 
Walsh The court ruled that Sweetman 
was not deprived of his membership 
rights and benefits or of the right to 
seek employment.

Tickets 


Tickets are pieces of cardboard that 
let you into places. Once purchased or 
otherwise obtained, they are slipped into 
a pocket, and from then on the question 
is “Which pocket?” 

It may be the right-hand lower vest 
pocket, or the left-hand lower vest pock- 
et, or the right-hand upper vest pocket, 
or the left-hand upper vest pocket, or 
the upper coat pocket, or the right-hand 
coat pocket, or the ticket pocket in the 
right-hand coat pocket, or the left-hand 
coat pocket, or the inside coat pocket. 
or the right-hand front pants pocket, 
or the left-hand front pants pocket, or 
the watch pocket, or the rear pants 
pockets, right or left. 

And if the tickets are not there, they 
may be in one of several overcoat pock- 
ets or the pockets of the suit you 
changed out of in the morning. And 
if all of these various places are searched 
and researched with great diligence and 
the tickets do not show up, it is more 
than likely they dropped out or are to 
be found on top of the bureau, where 
you inadverently put thezn. 


With this vast array of hiding places, 
no wonder the owner of tickets is in a 
perpetual stew over the possibility that 
he has lost, is losing or eventually wil! 
lose them, and that the members of his 
family display a like concern and are 
forever asking “Are you sure you have 
the tickets?” 

Nevertheless, in spite of the worry they 
endure, the people who have tickets feel 
an immense superiority over those who 
have none at all. It is a proof that they 
have had the. intelligence to order in 
advance or the physical endurance to 
wait in line, and that they can afford 
to buy them, tho they are shocked at 
the war tax, or that they have friends to 
give them tickets, or that they are among 
the chosen few to whom tickets are sent 

When you have been honored by re- 
ceiving tickets and have endured the 
suspense of going thru pockets and slap- 
ping yourself and at last discover them, 
what a disappointment to learn that the 
tickets are not needed at all and were 
merely used to make you feel important 
and thus induce you to attend some- 
thing you would not otherwise have at- 
tended. —Baltimore Sun.

Another 
and tnore welcome effect is that a spur 
is being given to theater building. The 
Dominion, on the famous site of Meux's 
Brewery, in Tottenham Court road, and 
the Duchess, in the historic district of 
Drury Lane, are well in hand. The latest 
venture is the Whitehall, to be built 
where the Olde Shippe Inn now stands 
in the midst of the Government offices. 
Tt is to be an intimate playhouse, to seat 
about 750. 

Last week was heavy, with new pro-

ideas in his routine that are worthy of 
further development. But Babar is, 
judged by this performance, an untu- 
tored showmsen. His act needs fixing— 
and lots of it. More work and a practi- 
cal course, consisting of close observa- 
tion of the work of the standard mind- 
reading acts, might fire him with the 
right ideas. The preliminaries of Ba- 
bar's routine are conventional. His an- 
nouncer and assistant, a bemustached 
lad in a trim tuck, spills the gab about 
the Shah being one of the youngest 
among mentalists and slips in a refer- 
ence to his not claiming any supernat- 
ural powers. The lad makes the aisles 
of the lower floor and Babar throws 
back the answers from an informal sta- 
tion before a plush drop in one. Babar 
wears a turban, gaudy frock and black 
riding boots. 


The pair work with a fair amoun. of 
speed and an economy of gab passage, 
but the “thought exchange” process 
lacks that certain punch designed to 
hold an audience while individual 
queries are being transmitted and an- 
swered. In the full-stage setting both 
are on the stage and Babar, blindfolded, 
demonstrates his ability to catch num- 
bers up to 10 transmitted to his as- 
Sistant by raising hands. At this show 
he succeeded after two futile attempts 
in giving the correct sum of four figures 
of five digits apiece, which were writ- 
ten on a blackboard by the assistant 
as they were proffered by the audience. 
Babar bowed off with a brief curtain 
talk, evidently necessitated by the plac- 
ing of a full-stage act in the next spot. 
The parting hand was warm, but not 
overenthusiastic.

Packard and Dodge 


Reviewed at Loew's Lincoln Square, 
New York. Style—Comedy and musical 
novelty. Setting—In two (special). 
Time—Thirteen minutes. 

Merely as an Italian comedy team 
these boys hit the mark. But they're 
far more than that. Their forte is freak 
musical bits and in furtherance of this 
end they use material likely to be dis- 
covered lying loose in a garage and 
auto repair shop, this being the locale 
in which they work. They start the 
melodic barrage with a musical saw duo 
and the boy dressed as a mechanic next 
inflates a rubber glove and “plays” it 
thru the agency of a whistle aperture 
in the wrist end. With strong dialect 
gagging interspersed the boys follow 
with a version of Stars and Stripes. 
This is accomplished by the chauffeur 
working a hand pump attached to a 
tube and the mechanic drawing music 
out of it by an opening on the outer 
surface. The finish compres some 
musi-comedy, put over by a’ blending 
of patter and the teasing of fairly recog- 
nizable tones out of the narrow tube 
projecting from the self-same hand 
pump. The boys were spotted second 
here and went over with a bang. The 
freak music almost buries the prefimi- 
nary end interspersed gab, but in jus- 
tice to good material well delivered it 
must be observed that Packard and 
Dodge, as dialect comedians, are easily 
as funny as most teams doing this busi- 
ness with no such strong musical nov- 
elty work augmenting their appeal. 
They're the berries for a sew spot

The criss-cross 
exchange of six clubs by the pair is 
also one of the outstanding bits in the 
act. The boy closes with a cigar box 
displacement stunt, using three of them. 
His mastery over the wooden objects in 
their mid-air maneuvers evoked a long 
and G@eafening hand. The act opened 
here and easily made the grade from 
every angle save the superfluity of the 
boy’s gagging.

DR. FRANK CRANE DEAD 


The death of Dr. Frank Crane, min- 
ister and newspaper counselor to hun- 
dreds of thousands of perplexed persons, 
was announced by a cable from Nice, 
France, November 6. Equity and Dr. 
Crane crossed paths during the strike 
in 1919. 

Dr. Crane, at that time on the edi- 
torial staff of The New York Evening 
Giobe, on August 13, with the strike al- 
most a week old, offered his services as 
an arbitrator between Equity and the Pro- 
ducing Managers’ Association. His propo- 
sition, as it appeared in his column ‘n 
The Giobe that day, was that each side 
write a statement of its claims which 
would be published in The Globe and 
would afford the public an opportunity 
to judge the merits of the claims, as 


unhappy situation.” 

In accordance with this suggestion 
John Drew was designated by Equity’s 
commander-in-chief, Frank Gillmore, to 
meet with Dr. Crane, partly because, 
altho he was a distinguished member of 
Equity, he was not a member of the 
council and had not rendered himsreif 
persona non grata to the managers as 
most of the officers and council had. 

The managers’ representative was never 
mamed.

We 
won't talk arbitration with Equity. We 
can never agree to have an association 
of that sort dictate our policy. If we 
give in we would always be in fear of 
the actors being called out. If we are 
going to be exposed to other calls, now 
is the time to be ruined, not then.” 

Dr. Crane withdrew from the field 
after that reception of his offer and the 
Strike went forward for another three 
weeks.

GRISTMAS REETINGS 
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H. SOTHERN, in recent speeches, 

@ has been making fervent pleas 

for the establishment and main- 

tenance of repertory theaters in the 
larger cities of the country. 

It is the noted actor's desire to see 
such institutions brought about so that 
the glories of the spoken stage may be 
perpetuated and a means provided for 
training new talent in the art of fine 
acting. 

Sothern is pleading this cause as his 
final contribution to the theater which 
was so handsomely enriched by his 
memorable classic presentations in con- 
junction with Julia Marlowe. 


Convinced that the wants of present- 
day theatergoers are no longer in his 
line, Sothern is quoted as saying that 
he will retire after his lecture engage- 
ments. 

Miss Marlowe already has left the 
theater for good and will not be coaxed 
away from the peace and contentment 
she has found in Switzerland. 


Sothern, however, might still be 
willing to carry on, were it not for his 
feeling that the kind of thing he did 
has passed away--that he belongs to a 
generation which acted under different 
Circumstances. 

In other words, Sothern is not leav- 
ing the stage; it is the stage that is 
leaving him, 

There is a tragic note here—and yet 


all evolution, all progress and all 


modern changes, whether for better or 
for worse, must have their sad touches. 

lt should be a consolation to out- 
standing figures like Sothern and Mar- 
lowe that in their generation they 


played an important part, contributed 
generously to upholding and advancing 
the standards of the time, and left a 
lasting mark, 


L JOLSON is Heaven’s gift to the 

talking pictures. The real pop- 

ularity of the sound screen dates 
from his appearance in The Jazz 
Singer, and this popularity has a chance 
of lasting provided the theaters can be 
kept supplied with talkies of the Jolson 
type. 

To do this, however, the talking pic- 
ture producers will have to dig up at 
least a dozen Al Jolsons. 

But where? 

Jolson is the product of a theatrical 
development that is all but dead. 

His foundation was built in the great 
school of minstrelsy, flowered among 
the hard knocks of vaudeville and 
fructified in the more polished surround- 
ings of musical comedy. 

Broadway, alone, seldom or never has 
made a truly great actor. 

All of. them have had to go thru the 
mill. 

Now, with the media for development 
of great artistes gradually vanishing, 
where will the talkie producers get these 
dozen or more Jolsons that are neces- 
sary to make the sound screen a per- 
manent success? 

Now is the time to think and make 
plans for meeting this impending 
exigency. 


ROWDED THEATERS are be- 

coming the rule more frequently 

again, partly due to seasonal pick- 
up, but more particularly because of the 
new impetus provided by the talking 
pictures, 

As a result a great many theaters are 
packing them in to such an extent that 
the fire and stampede hazards are 
greater. 

Theater managers are not to be 
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blamed for taking all the business they 
can get when it is available. 

But, it is to their own interest as well 
as due their patrons, to employ every 
precaution for the protection of lives 
and property. 

There should be no deviation or 
neglect in the matter of complying with 
all safety requirements, particularly as 
regards plenty of accessible exits, clear 
aisles, fire-extinguishing apparatus, pro- 
tected projection booths, ete. 

According to the insurance under- 
writers, theater fires in the United 
States occur on an average cf two a 
day, and the liability inspectors’ reports 
show that about 75 per cent of the fires 
could have been prevented, or the 
damage lessed to a.great extent, if 
adequate sprinkling systems had been 
available in the houses. 

One disaster is enough to hurt thea- 
ter business thruout the country for 
days and even weeks. 

The resulting loss would be more than 
the cost of providing houses with every 
reasonable precaution. 

Take no chances. 

HOWMANSHIP has found its way 
into the Pullman car. Down in 
Texas, in the parlor car of one of 

the crack Southern Pacific trains, there 
is a porter who makes a systematic ex- 
hibition out of his job of brushing oft 
the passengers at the end of the run. 
His approach, the operation itself, and 
his bowout, constitute a show that is ap- 
preciated by the “victim” and watched 
with considerable relish by the other oc- 
cupants of the car. It is a calculated 
affair, of course, tho few may suspect it. 
The vital point, however, is that it puts 
the travelers in such good spirits that 
they just naturally are disposed to make 
the porter’s honorarium a little larger 
than usual. 

It is not only in parlor cars that it 
pays*to put the patrons in good humor. 


It All Comes Under the Head of Amusements 


George L. Baker, formerly a theatrical 
man for about 28 years, and now mayor 
of Portland, Ore., is writing a series of 
reminiscences appearing currently in 
The Portland Oregonian. The following 
excerpt is from a recent installment: 


Do you remember the days of the big hats 
for women? It was along about 1898. Those 
were the days of real theater troubles. The 
women got the idea that the larger the hat 
the greater the fashion, and that the theater 
was the place to display the hats.

Paris, Nov. 1, 1928 
Editor The Billboard: 

In the past five years I have received 
many letters from acts who were con- 
sidering coming to Europe. They 
seem to think they can work for le 
over here than they can in the Stat 
On the contrary they must receive mor: 
money over here than they do the 
States. For an American living expenses 
are about the same if he expects to 
continue his usual mode of living 
Railroading is very high anc the cost 
of baggage is terrible. For 1,500 pounds 
of baggage from Berlin to Paris I paid 
4,152 francs, which is over $160, and for 
the same distance in the States by 
express I paid $60, and the above was 
by fast freight and it took 10 days to 
get there. It is almost impossible to 
travel by baggage and the result 
great deal of time is iost. A couple of 
acts over here have been writing th 
friends in the States of the wonderful 
salary they were getting when in reality 
they were hardly getting by I saw 
some of the offers coming from the 
Sates. If they were accepted here the 
act wouid hardly get by, so I decided 
to write you the actual facts. If any 
act is really considering seriously of 
coming over to Europe, if they will write 
me I will put them in touch with the 
proper people, who will advise them 
whether or not tnmey can get enough

The pass evil, as you discuss it in a 
recent editorial, is indeed a tough 
problem. I have seen this “monster 
grow from the days when a pair of 
ducats was sufficient for any small-town 
newspaper until now the shows send 
them anywhere from half a dozen to 
half a hundred. And this is only the 
country newspapers; when it comes to 


the big-city places the figures are 
almost staggering. 
I think one cause of the evil, going 


back to its early days, is the policy of 
some shows to always have at least most 
of their seats filled, even with dead- 
heads, on the presumption that it would 
be a help to the performers and at the 
Same time help advertise the show for 
subsequent business. The idea has not 
worked out so well, however, for the 
reason that the practice has done more 
harm in cultivating chronic pass grafters 
than it has done good in helping actors 
or in advertising. 

The theaters realize 
why they have little trouble with 
chronic deadheads. But the outdoor 
shows have let the sponmgers prey on 
them for so long, and have allowed 
towners with even the slightest authority 
to bulldoze them so easily, that it is 
going to take some hard eiiort to 
change the situation. 

It can be done, however, if the show- 
men will just use the argument that 
they have nothing to sell except amuse- 
ments and can’t afford to give their 
commodity away for nothing

Selling the Show 


Yhe average well-conducted moving 
picture house aims to treat its custom- 
ers as if they were visiting potentates 
from a friendly nation. The average 
stage theater keeps several contacts with 
its patrons which would indicate that 
they were regarded as in-laws or poor re- 
lations dropping in for a week of free 
board. The worst run around the pa- 
trons of the spoken drama get is gener- 
ally at the box ¢ffice, as is notorious. It 
is the point where the sale is made which 
gives the prize for ineptitude to the stage 
business. 

The movies were wise. They expected 
Elder Will Hays to get them something 
with his political experience and friend- 
ships, but they did not give him all their 
eres. With censorship and politics 
threatening them on every side they set 
about to capture the public good will, 
and hardly any detail of management 
has been ignored. The theater staf 
takes its disciplike from West Point and 
its manners from there and froim-a some- 
what exaggerated Chesterfield. A Weli- 
trained movie usher never pointe with 
one finger. That's rude. Two fingers is 
polite. The deportment is high, almost 
high enough to be fantastic. Where the 
business can afford it the movie house is 
made to conform to the popular idea of 
a royal opera house. Por 35 to 50 cents 
a citizen can get drama, luxury, srlen- 
dors, attentiveness, courtesy and defer- 
ence. It muy be piled on a bit thick in 
spots, but it has created a good will for 
the moving picture business that am Ooc- 
casional awful picture does not ruin. 

The idea of selling what was for sale 
in a pleasant way was ordinary good 
business, but it seems not to have oc- 
curred to the guardians of the older sis- 
ter of the drama except here and there 
where theatrical people have an indom- 
itable and indestructible good nature. 
This ts curlous because the older theater 
also has something to sell and it also has 
now and then a political problem. 

In some of its aspects it seems deter- 
mined to offend the sense of public mor- 
als to the full extent of the law and 
something over it. When it has a suc- 
cess it pushes the advantage on the as- 
sumption that the public requires its ar- 
ticle of trade even as it requires a neces- 
sity of life. There ts practical fustifica- 
tion for that. The populace usually 
puts o”. ..6 long ears and pays anything 
to break into the theater. The upshot 
of the two methods of selling, that of 
the movies and that of the stage, is that

There were 114 
horses and mules, 10 cages of wild ani- 
mals, 2 camels and a very large elephant 
mamed Babe. The property and every- 
thing pertaining to the show was high 
class. Mr. Hilliard performed his milk- 
white horse, White Hawk, and Mr. Main 
his spotted horse, Dan Rice. Among 
the performers were Harry Mack, eques- 
trian director; O’Brien Brothers, trapeze 
performers, Willie Aymer, equestriar:; 
Fred Barckley, one of the famous bare- 
back riders of those times; Pettit and 
White, clowns, and Tom Beaty, comedian. 
The tent was a 110-foot round top, with 
one center pole. The animal tent was a 
50-foot round top, with three center 
poles. The show opened in Orwell, O., 
April 30.

If there is a fair secretary, or, .or that matter, a fair official, State, county 
or other, in the United States or Canada, who may entertain doubt as to what 
ails his fair, this is to suggest that he may find what the ailment may be, and 
what the remedy is thru attendance at the convention of fair officials in Chicago 


December 4 and 5. 

These conventions have been going on 
once every year for a good many years, 
and were they not beneficial, it is hardly 
likely that men and women who travel 
many hundreds of miles for the sessions 
would repeat the pilgrimage year after 

ear. 

° There are hundreds of fair officials 
who are not members of the organiza- 
tion which sponsors these annual “get- 
togethers”. Their fairs may be so suc- 
cessful in every way that they hold the 
belief that attendance at the fair con- 
vention would mean little in the way 
of benefit. 

But this can hardly be true. 

No fair can be so good that it cannot 
be better. 

The fair convention is the place where, 
thru the exchange of ideas, secretaries or 
managers can find the plan thru which 
his fair can likely be made successful, 
while if it is successful, the plan can be 
found by which it can be made even 
more s0.

Great Industrial Fair ; 
Planned for Atlantic City 


Atlantic City should give up the idea 
of staging shows, pageants and carnivals 
to seek a new means of publicity which 
would be beneficial to the hotel men, 
merchants and to the city treasury. This 
was the consensus of opinion of the 
Pacific Avenue Business Men’s Associa- 
tion at their recent meeting. 

The suggestion was offered that the 
resort is a logical place to hold, twice 
yearly, an all-American fair, at which 
manufactured and raw products of the 
United: States might be displayed for 
the benefit of wholesale traders. It was 
pointed out buyers in wholesale lines 
meet with extreme difficulties under 
present conditions, since manufacturers’ 
exhibits are scattered in various cities, 
and to cover the ground properly is 
almost; impossible. 

Booths, at which manufacturers and 
producers could exhibit their wares, 
could be built along the Boardwalk, in 
the convention hall, the piers and even 
the spare auditoriums of hotels and 
rented. Allied lines would be kept to- 
gether to faciliate buying. Where booths 
are on city property, the financial re- 
turn that would go into the city treas- 
ury, it was steted, would back the 
amount expended in promoting the 
proposition. 

It was shown that at Leipsig, Ger- 
many, such a fair has proven a tre- 
mendous success and the income from 
it carries the city the entire year. 


It was further stated that from the 
hotel's standpoint, buyers would be glad 
to take their entire families on such 
trips, which usually last from a week 
to 10 days. The fair would be put on 
for the spring and fall buying and 
would last about a month. Every manu- 
facturer and producer would be invited 
to partake in the showing and, with 
booths at reasonable rates, the associa- 
tion felt that such a proposition should 
bring a tremendous amount of money 
and favorable publicity to Atlantic City. 


Other organizations were asked to give 
their views concerning such a plan and 
to co-operate in bringing about its 
realization. 


4-H Clubs To Meet in Chicago 


CHICAGO, Nov. 10—The national 
congress of 4-H clubs will be held in 
this city November 30 to December 7, 
with representatives from every State 
attending. At this congress, represent- 
ing 63,000 boys and girls, championships 
in health, leadership, agricultural proj- 
ects and homemaking will be decided, 
the goal being to establish ideals and 
standards for the club work thruout 
rural America. 

One girl champion from each State 
will attend as a guest of a large mail- 
order house. 


Tax Levy Requested To Aid 
Boulder Co., Col., Fair 


BOULDER, Col., Nov. 10—The county 
commissioners are considering a plan to 
make a levy of two-tenths of a mill to 
raise $9,000 annually for the Boulder 
County Fair, the county agricultural ex- 
tension division and the commissioners’ 
premium list at the county fair. 

A committee of 15 representatives of 
various parts of the county called on the 
commissioners recently and asked that 
@ levy of one-tenth of a mill be made to 
raise $4,500 every year for the Boulder 
County Fair held at Longmont, which 
has shown an annual deficit in recent 
years. 

The commissioners proposed that the 
levy be consolidated into one to include 
money for the fair and the agricultural 
work in the county, and this suggestion 
is said to have pleased the visitors.

The Amusement Park and the Demand 


Of Its Younger Patrons for Diversion 
By BONNIE BARNHARDT 


An amusement park ‘s created pri- 
marily to attract the great American 
public in its play moments. This pub- 
lic, from the viewpoint of the park own- 
er, can be divided intosthree classes, viz: 
First, the very young: second, the older 
group, consisting of the mothers and 
fathers, and grandparents, and third, 
The greatest of all, the in-between class 
composed of the nation’s young man- 
hood and young womanhood. Which 
bring up the question, “What do young 
people find most attractive in an amuse- 
ment park?” 

There is such a multitude of modern 
attractions to lure the boys and girls, 
each one striving to outdo the other in 
an effort to prove that it has the most 
inducements for pleasure, that the prob- 
lem confronting a park manager or 
owner is iruiy a stupendous one. A 
great percentage of the young peovle 
today work. When they are free for a 
little while to indulge in entertainment 
seeking, they want to have the best 
time possible at the least expenditure 
of time, money and effort. So the place 
of easy accessibility, providing the maxi- 
mum amount of fun for the most rea- 
sonable output of money, is bound to 
stand the best chance of becoming the 
popular meeting place of the young folk. 


In creating his recreaticn resort, the 
park man must be a keen student of 
human nature, and of the psychology of 
his prospective patrons. He must take 
into consideration every detail, no mat- 
ter how infinitesimal or apparently un- 
important, as having a possible bearing 
on the reaction of his customers. Ar- 
Tanging devices and attractions of espe- 


cial interest to the kiddies is of major 
import, as is also the task of appealing 
to the mothers and fathers who bring 
them. But the biggest task and the 
most significant is the one of providing 
features of sufficien:: attractiveness and 
magnetic power to draw the youth of 
that particular vicinity. 


Swimming and dancing are the lead- 
ing national pastimes. This being true. 
it follows logically that if a park owner 
would draw the young people who find 
the most pleasure in these two sports, 
he must pay particular attention to his 
facilities for indulging these desires. A 
swimming pool can be either a tremen- 
dous asset or the worst kind of Mability, 
It depends on the amount of money a 
man or group of men is willing and able 
to invest in making his : pool clean, 
healthful and attractive to his patrons. 
The country is well supplied with swim- 
ming pools, but young people are be- 
coming more and more discriminating 
in their tastes, and are demanding pure 
water, safe swimming conditions, ample 
protection and certain security of wear- 
ing apparel and valuables, plus beauty 
of surroundings. It is not enough now 
to have simply a place where bathers 
can put on bathing suits and take a 
plunge—but general attractiveness ap- 
pealing to the eye, and artistic sense 
must take important consideration; spe- 
cial and unusual features must be in- 
stalled to make the place seem muore 
desirable than any other, and adequate 
facility for aquatic events, contests, etc. 
has a high rating with swimmers who 
are athletically inclined, and above all,

(Contintied from page 68) 
cleanliness and absolute assurance of 
Ganitary conditions has a big influence 
on whether the crowds patronize your 
natatorium or go somewhere else. 


Likewise, dancing in summer consists 
of mcre than just a waxed floor and 
something that passes for music as the 
inducements. There seem to be three 
major premises to consider in supply- 
ing this need. A good floor, good n.usic 
and good ventilation are the basic prin- 
ciples. By good, is not meant second- 
rate good, but a “goodness” comparable 
to the best. With the finest orchestras 
in the world constantly attuning tneir 
ears and sensibilities to the acme of per- 
fection in music, young folks today re- 
fuse to be contented with third-rate 
“ham” musicians. So altho it is im- 
possible as well as impractical for an 
amusement park to employ orchestras 
of a similar standing with Paul White- 
man, still it behooves the “powers that 
be” to supply as good as they can pos- 
sibly get, all thing considered. It natu- 
rally follows that the hall or pavilion 
where the dancing is held should be 
made as attractive as possible. Extra 
effort should be expended to provide 
constant and continuous circulation of 
cool air, insuring the comfort of dancers. 
A specially prepared floor of sufficient 
size to comfortably accommodate a large 
number of couples, kept-in perfect con- 
dition, cannot be overemphasized. The 
manner in which the dancing is con- 
ducted is, of course, dependent on the 
perticular locality and the various 
exigencies of the individual case. 


Effort saving is another inducement 
to young people. They take the “short 
cut” to pleasure, and will not go to the 
time and trouble of unnecessary hunt- 
ing for fun. Conservation of energy 


means a great deal to them, for when 
young folks set out for a good time they 
usually go into it wholeheartedly, but they 
want it without going thru a lot of red 
tape to cool their enthusiasm before ar- 
riving at the ultimate goal. So those 
attractions erranged for their especial 
allurement should be prominently dis- 
played requiring the minimum amount 
of| effort to reach them. Easy accessi- 
bility to all attractions from any given 
point in the park to any other attrac- 
tion is a prime requisite, and should 
have the earnest attention of the heads 
of the organization. Time and temper 
saved is profit to the park owner. It is 
natural and logical that a good-humored 
crowd spends more than an ill-humored 
one. For example: If a young man 
takes a young woman to the park, and 
she is compelled to walk unnecessary 
steps over rough walks, to out-of-the- 
way entertainment devices and her feet 
in their new high-heel slippers begin 
hurting, she is in no fit mood to enjoy 
anything. Naturally her irritation com- 
municates itself to her partner, with 
the result that less money is spent, 
and the two patrons go away with a 
vague dissatisfaction toward the park. 
So modern walkways have their influ- 
ence on young folks in their pleasure 
quest. 


From time immemorial a park has had 
certain amusement devices, without 
which it would cease to be a real park. 
The merry-go-round, the ferris wheel, 
the old mill all have their admirers, but 
the greatest of all, for young and old, 
but particularly for the youthful middle 
cless under discussion, is the big ride, 
sometimes called the cyclone, sometimes 
the greyhound, the roller coaster and 
various other aliases, and this breath- 
taking ride continues to be the biggest 
thriller in the park grounds. 


Young people still like the variety of 
fun-producing contrivances usuaily 
housed in one huge building, but these 
are apt to pall if new and different fea- 
tures are not added to draw them in. 
The time-honored funmakers continue 
to attract the children, but the “older” 
young folk demand new interest to stir 
and sustain their enthusiasm. 


Convenient refreshment and quick 
lunch stands, placed at strategic inter- 
vels and in prominent view, come in for 
their share of attention, for tramping 
thru a park makes gourmands of us all. 
Concessions offering attractive prizes, 
with spectacular and inviting displays 
and interesting games to arouse the 
competitive spirit of the players, drew a 
large share of “popularity” votes from 
supporters. 

General attractiveness of appearance 
of the park as a whole should be firmly 
stressed. This point came in for heavy 
discussion in answer to queries. A park 
with a lovely approach and inviting ap- 
pearance certainly appeals more strongly 
to visitors than one of nondescript, care- 
less, haphazard mien. Attractive layout 
of buildings, eye-catching color schemes 
without gaudiness, arrangement of 
shrubberies, flowers, trees, etc., are in- 
viting and impressive and prove an irre- 
Sistible lodestone when coupled with 
amusement features of equal attractive- 
ness. 

Other devices and entertainment fea- 
tures common to an amusement park, 
of course, claim the interested atten- 
tion of patrons, but thru a system-

THE NEW YORK CITY roller-skating 
championship of the park playground 
boys and girls’ city-wide tournament 
under the auspices of the Park Depart- 
ment Recreation Bureau was decided 
last week in Central Park.

The skating stars of 
Brooklyn carried off the honors with a 
total of 18 points. The representatives 
of Manhattan were close with 17 points. 
EFronx captured only one point. 
Brooklyn displayed their strength by 
capturing four firsts out of the six 
events. In the 5-foot 3-inch class for 
boys Alfred Zito, from Gravesend Park, 
Brooklyn, easily won the 440-yard race, 
skating the last 20 yards backward. The 


440-yard race for the large. girls 
furnished the spectators with a real 
thrill, Josephine Burke and Helen 


Hendry skaied practically together all 
the distance up to the last two yards 
when Josephine spurted and won by 
inches,

A group of 50, with their 
pastor, Rev. Dr. Keily, attended a Thurs- 
day night affair recently. John S. John- 
son, of Minnespolis, former world's 
champion skater and bicycle rider, was 
the starter of the preliminaries of the 
professional sprint races at the six-day 
bicycle race which started at the Broad- 
way Armory, Chicago, October 23. 
Johnnie was attending the Amateur 
Skating Union Convention as secretary 
of the Northwest Skating Association. 
An attraction at White City Roller Rink, 
Chicago, November 2, was a moonlight 
patty with many added waltzes. Francis 
J. Allen, former ice-skating ace of 
America, who was enticed into pro- 
fessional ranks of the six-day bicycle 
races, but who for the past three sea- 
sons has not participated in any pro- 
fessional events, was reinstated to 
amateur standing at the Amateur Skat- 
ing Union of the United States at their 
convention held in Chicage, Sunday, 
October 28.

The next outdoor carnival 
is expected to draw more than 100,000 
spectators, as it will be staged in the 
slopes of Art Hill, which has a capacity 
sufficient to accommodate 250,000 people 
to witness the races, and of which every- 
one will have a good view. At the Win- 
ter Garden, all newly remodeled and 
decorated, there will be inter-city ama- 
teur hockey and speed skating competi- 
tion between the rinks at Tulsa, Kansas 
City and St. Louis, so Missouri, hereto- 


fore looked upon as not being an ice- 
skating city, is going to experience one 
of the greatest skating seasons in history 


E. M. MOOAR, writing from Sunbury, 
Pa., says: “Our rink is doing nicely with 
fair business. We had a banner crowd 
October 31, a mask carnival being the 
attraction. We awarded 24 prizes and 
were rewarded by having a fine assort- 
ment of costumes on displey.

Conces- 
sionaires had paid their privileges in 
advance; the free act was hired for a 
week, but only collected $5 on the con- 
tract. It is self-evident that the days 
of the questionable promoter are fast 
vanishing. 


A NEW YORK OUTDOOR booking 
agency is doing some mental acrobatic 
feats in connection with the statement 
made by a contemporary Boston out- 
door booking agent, who asserted that 
he was booking acts in 60 fairs in New 
England and New York State. “If this 
agent’s statement is true,” says the New 
York office, “then it means that our 
office is actually booking approximately 
a small percentage of the fairs in New 
England and New York State, whereas, 
in reality, we are booking 90 per cent 
of the Eastern fairs. 


BILLY DENARO, clown on the Bi¢ 
Show, whose comedy burlesque boxing 
bit with Polidor is a clownology classic. 
claims the distinction of being a man 
without a country. He was born in the 
ancient town of Prague, Bohemia——the 
home of Mrs. Gene Enos. When a mere 
mite of a stripling he migrated to 
Paris, where he lived for some time. 


When the World War broke out, he 
became an aviator in the English army 
for four years, and was eight time:

JOE BASILE, director of Basile’s Madi- 
son Square Garden Band, tells the fol- 
lowing experience: While driving his 
$6,000 bus from Keller, Va., to Potts- 
ville, Pa., he stopped on the right side 
of the road at four in the morning, 
near Wilmington, Del.. to read a road 
marker.

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County Fairs in Arizona Run 


Almost 


Thruout Entire Year 


“Arizona can lay claim to the longest 
season for fairs,” declares M. E. Bemis 
in The Arizona Republican, of Phoenix. 
Continuing he says: “Fairs are pretty 
nearly continuous, and in attempting to 
catalog these celebrations one is at a 
loss to know just when to begin. The 
list, tho, indicates that of the possible 
15 or more county and district fairs, 
including the State fair, three are held 
in September, three in October and four 
in Novemper. One was held in July, 
one in August and one is scheduled for 
December and another for February. 
Thus it appears that the season pretty 
nearly covers the calendar. 


“The Northern Arizona Fair is held 
each year at Prescott the first four or 
five days of July. This fair is held in 
connection with the frontier day sports. 
Exhibits of a surprisingly large number 
of agricultural products are shown for 
so early in the season. This mountain 
county produces a great variety of 
fruits, vegetables and farm procucts. 
The mineral exhibits are always worth 
while and help to prove the range of 
industries of this county. 


“The fair at Payson was the first fair 
in recent years held in Gila County. 
For the past several years a rodeo has 
been held at Payson, but this year this 
was broadened and made into a county 


fair last August. Mining, agricultural, 
forestry and live-stock exhibits were 
shown. 


“The Gila County Fair is likely to 
become an anni'al event, increasing by 
one more the = umber of county fairs. 

ila is not classod as an agricultural 
county, but in ‘be enlarged program for 
the develepment of the entire State 
there are many sections which are pcs- 
sible of being reclaimed and made to 
produce profitable crops. Apples and 
garden crops that are not excelled any- 
where are raised in small and almost 
isolated valleys and coves, such as are 
rather common in Yavapai, Gila and 
other mountain counties of Arizona. 
Great possibilities exist in these few 
favored localities, possibilities that 
should not be realized by the general 
public were it not for the exhibits shown 
at the various fairs. 


“In the thrifty Mormon settlements of 
Navajo County profitable general farm- 
ing is carried on, altho the seasons are 
not as long as in the lower valleys in 
the southern part of the State. In the 
vicinity of Taylor, Snowflake and Shum- 
way a variety of general farming crops 
are grown winder irrigation, and here. 
too, are ralsxi fine garden crops and 
fruit, especially apples. Im many parts 
of Navajo County dry farming is prac- 
ticed with success. Root crops grown 
in these localities have a quality that 
gives them first place many times in 
competition with similar products grown 
elsewhere. The Navajo County Fair was 
held this year September 21 and 22 at 
Taylor. 


“Dates for the annual Graham County 
Fair were September 25 and 26. Graham 
County has the reputation of being one 
of the best apple growing districts of 
the State. This county also produces 
Profitable crops of alfalfa, cotton and 
grain. The alfalfa especially is of a very 
high quality, due in part to the altitude. 
Dairying is an important industry in 
Graham County. Safford, the county 
Seat, will be the location for the fair. 
The upper Gila valley is one of the oldest 
Sgricultural districts in the State and 
the annual fair is an important cele- 
bration in Graham County. 


“Cochise County has held a regular 
fair for the past several years. This 
year the date was set for September 
27, 28 and 29, and as usual it was held 
at Douglas, Every effort is made to 
make this a real county-wide demon- 
Stration. In the Sulphur Spring Valley 
‘Ss some fine agricultural land. Some 
crops are grown by dry farm methods, 
but the greater production is by dry 
farm methods supplemented with irri- 
gation, or possibly it might be more 
fccurate to say that cultural methods 
are such as will conserve water to the 
best aclvantage. In addition to a display 
of agricultural products which will show 
the diversity of Cochise County products 
there will be shown an exhibit of poul- 
tty and live stock and dairy products. 


“Combining entertainment features 
exhibits of soil products here helps 


to get the people to the fair and when 
they are on the grounds they will study 
the exhibits while otherwise they would 
not attend for the exhibits alone. The 
fair commissioners of Cochise County 
as well as others in the different coun- 
ties offered more in the way of attrac- 
tions this year. At Douglas there was 
a carrival, cowboy sports for two days 
and b«seball and other field sports. 


“October 5 and 6 ushered in the first 
of October fairs. This one is held at 
St. Johns in Apache County. There ts 
considerable area of irrigated land on the 
Little Colorado near St. Johns. Alfalfa, 
grain, corn and sorghum are staple 
crops, and in the comparatively short 
secson do well. In other parts of the 
county are small areas which are irri- 
gated and farmed profitably. Some dry 
farm crops are also grown. 


“Apache County without much doubt 
ean claim the distinction of producing 
successful farm crops at higher eleva- 
tions than any other part of Arizona. 
There are a number of farms in favored 
locations in the White Mountains where 
crops are grown successfully at eleva- 
tionn of 8,000 feet oi more. Fruit and 
vegetables and especially root crops 
seem to be well adapted to these loca- 
tions. 


“Coconino County has staged a rodeo 
during the summer for the past few 
years. This year the plan has been 
changed and a county fair was held 
at Flagstaff October 25, 26 and 27. Co- 
conino County has a greater precipita- 
tion in rain and snow than some coun- 
ties and in consequence where soll con- 
ditions are favorable dry farm methods 
have in most seasons proved to be prac- 
tical over a limite@ area. This county 
has no Irrigated !tand. 


“Coconino County potatoes have be- 
come famous, but considerable grain 
and other products are grown also. While 
the lumber industry is the most impor- 
tant business of the county, cattle and 
sheep together with crop raising make 
this a county where a successful fair 
can be held, and preparations are being 
made for a large attendance at Co- 
conino's first county fair. 


“Greenlee County held a fair this 
year October 19 and 20 at Duncan. With- 
in the last few years there has been a 
greatly increased acreage of land in the 
Dutcan valley put into lettuce. pota- 
toes and similar crops. The staple crops 
have been grown here successfully for 
many years, but the interest In these 
newer crops tends also to stimulate 
interest in the competition created by 
fair exhibits. This season's exhibits 
may be expected to surpass anything 
previously shown from this county. Not 
only is this county justly celebrated for 
its staple crops and truck crops, but 
also for fruit, which is of a high quality, 
especially the apples grown in the moun- 
tain valleys of Greenlee County. Some 
of the choice apples from these vallevs 
would compare very favorably with the 
fruit from Washington and Oregon. 


“There were two district fairs in 
Maricopa County this fall. The Chandler 
Fair began several years ago aS an eX- 
hibit largely of the fine work of the 
boys’ and girls’ clubs of that community. 
The fair this year was October 26 and 
27. Its scope has been widened, and this 
year plans are now under way to make 
this a real celebration and by far the 
best fair Chandler has ever had. 


“At Glendale, a fair has been held each 
year for the past few seasons. It has 
been growing in popularity and impor- 
tance each year. The fair this fall will 
be made more attractive in every way. 


“Glendale is famous as a poultry cen- 
ter and also as the location of the only 
exclusive Government poultry experiment 
station in the country. It is quite logical 
that the exhibit of poultry at the Glen- 
dale Fair should be its principal attrac- 
tion. Glendale, too, has some fine dairy 
and other live stock, and this is a fea- 
ture that adds to the value of the fair. 
The date of this fair was set for No- 
vember 9 and 10. 


“The Pinal County Fair came on 
the same dates as the Glendale Fair, ex- 
cept that it began November 8 and con- 
tinued for three days instead of two. 
Pinal County ts due for no little expan- 
sion in the next few years. The Coolidge 
dam is near completion, and this will 
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add nearly 100,000 acres of fertile land 
to the irrigated area of this county. 
Pinal lays claim to producing quality 
staple crops, cotton, alfalfa, grain and 
sorghum, Grape growing has also proved 
& money-making enterprise with a num- 
ber of producers of Pinal County. About 
the same class of crops as are grown in 
the Salt River Valley also grow in Pinal 
County. Fairs have been held in this 
county for a number of years. Usually 
they have alternated between Casa 
Grande and Florence. This year the 
county fair is to go to the new town of 
Coolidge, and is to be held just previous 
to the State fair. The Casa Grande 
Pageant will be given on the same dates 
as the county fair, but at night. 


“The State Fair this year has been set 
act November 12 to 17, and at this fair 
the best of the exhibits in agriculture 
and horticulture from the several county 
and district fairs will be shown in com- 
petition. The great diversity of products 
shown at the Arizona State Fair is a 
source of wonder to people from other 
States who come here, because in most 
States the range of products is much 
narrower than in this State, where suc- 
cessful crops are grown in altitudes that 
vary from 250 feet above sea level to 
more than 8,000. 


“Yuma County may hold a fair at 
Somerton, but details are lacking as yet. 
A poultry show and rodeo are planned to 
be held at Sonoita in Santa Cruz County 
some time the latter part of October. 
Pima County plans a fair in connection 
with the annual rodeo in February. 


“The second annual show of the Ari- 
zona Poultry Federation will probably be 
held in Phoenix the second week in 
December, but full plans have not yet 
been announced. 


“Whether the annual Masque of the 
Yellow Moon and Flower Show which has 
been held for the past three seasons in 
Phoenix during the latter part of April 
should be considered as closing the fair 
season in Arizona, or whether this should 
be placed as beginning these annual ex- 
hibits, is left to the decision of each 
citizen of Arizona, where the fair season 
lasts all the year.” 
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Harry Baker Returns 
From Business Trip 


NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—Harry C. Baker, 
well-known amusement park engineer 
and ride builder, has returned from an 
extensive business trip thru the South, 
where he found park executives in an 
optimistic state of mind. “Despite four 
days of rain, our four riding devices at 
the Memphis Tri-State Fair went ahead 
of last year’s business,” Baker stated. 
“Conditions around Memphis look good, 
due to the construction work that is 
progressing in the flood district.” 


Baker visited Phil Fredericks at Tulsa, 
Okla., who is operating Chrystal City 
Park, which enjoyed good business for its 
first season. Fredericks is also interested 
in the operation of rides in Oklahoma 
City and adjacent territory. 


Richard H. McIntosh, president of 
East Lake Park, Birmingham, informed 
Baker that business was not as good as 
in past seasons, but looks forward to 
an improvement for the coming season. 


A large new funhouse is being built 
for Frank Theilen, president of the Cen- 
tral States Fair and Exposition, Aurora, 
Tll., by Baker, and his New York cf- 
fices are assiduously engaged at present 
preparing plans for several de luxe dance 
halls and coasters for Southern and East- 
ern resorts.

the Important thing and all the factions 
that make it up must work together for 
the common good. Certainly it is impor- 
tant that steps be taken to find out the 
cause of this unhealthy condition. We 
cannot discuss remedies until we have 
laid our hands on the cause. It is incon- 
ceivable that nothing. can be done to 
arrest this decline. 


“Take the city of New Orleans, for 
example. Here is a city of about 400,000 
inhabitants without legitimate shows. 
It is inconceivable to think that the 
residents of that city have no interest 
or desire for the spoken drama. Just 
because the legit. theaters in that city 
may be controlled by the motion picture 
interests is no reason why they should 
not play road shows 

“We must take action. Suppose it is 
impractical, because of traveling. cond!- 
tions, to book road productions into New 
Orleans, there is no reason why that city 
will not support a first-class dramatic 
stock Company to keep the drama alive 
there. If there is no available theater 
then it is up to the managers to ret 
together and see that one !s built there 
New Orleans is only an example. There 
are scores of other cities facing the same 
problem Remedies cannot be effected 
unless the leading powers in the theater 
Organize to find a cure.”

He hints a private performance, 
to which the Mayor, other officials, 
clergymen and influential citizens 
would be invited, may be held in order 
to force censorship approval. This was 
done in Newark, with 200 clergymen 
invited to see the picture approving his 
stand against its showing. 

The Stanley-Fabian Circuit, leader in 
New Jersey, has booked the luridly titled 
picture and, according to an announce- 
ment today, is to play it at the Na- 
tional, Jersey City, with Vitaphone ac- 
companiment, week of December 8.

“The people from upcountry are Mas- 
tering a new art. A subtle change is 
coming over the family of the farmer, 
the lumberman, the mountaineer. You 
feel it along the main street of any coun- 
try town, at corner stores and at the 
swelling audiences of the movies,” says 
a writer in The New York Times. 

“Better than anywhere you feel it at 
that greet meeting place of clans, the 
county fair, which comes as surely as 
the sweet corn and the goldenrod of 
waning summer. The people of country 
districts are learning to look and Cress 
like city people, and to forget themselves 
and laugh. County fairs are taking on 
something of the gayety of European 
bazaars. 


“Ten years ago country folk drove 
Gown from the hills in stout buck- 
boards, hitched their horses to the fair- 


ground fence, and, bewildered, ill at 
ease in best clothes inherited, perhaps, 
from the preceding generation, wandered 
aiong the trampled grass among the 
booths. 

“The fair was the great event of the 
year, the celebration you talked of and 
saved your pennies for. Yet, when you 
got there—-well, it was not easy to up- 
root yourself from unremitting labor and

New Spirit Takes the County Fair 


te feel gay. The best dress trailed un- 
comfortably, buckram linings of its 
puffed sleeves scratching the arm. Fan- 
astic roses on the brims of best hats 
flopped, impeding the view, and twitch- 
ing hat-pins spiked thru twisted thick 
hair. And it was not so easy to think 
of something to say to Aunt Nell ‘down 
off’n the mountain or Uncle Zeke from 
over to the Falls—you’d sorta forgotten 
how to talk to folks.” And city people, 
creatures from another world, passed by 
in strange clothes, laughing, making you 
know that all your clothes and every- 
thing else was queer. You stood and 
sucked a2 lollypop and waited for 5 
o'clock, when Pa would come back from 
the stock barns and drive up home to 
milk the cows. There was comfort in 
those days in justthe thought of those 
cows. 

“But all that is changed now. The 
young folks come down from the hills 
today in automobiles—automobiles iden- 
tical with the* ones that ‘city folks’ 
Grive. The girls wear silk stockings, 
close-felt hats pulled over cropped heads, 
neat, pretty colored dresses well above 
the knee. If there are not shops in their 
towns, there are always catalogs of mail- 
order houses. They know what they 
want, too. Don’t they see the clothes 
of Hollywood and Paris every Saturday 
evening? Don’t they see Mrs. Coolidge, 
who came from just such a small town 
as they live in? Back-country people are 
Part of the great world now 

“Perhaps the men folk lag behind a 
bit—~ollars still chafe at necks dark with 
the tan of hayfields. Strong, rough 
hands still hang with a touch of awk- 
wardness beneath blue coat sleeves. The 
men nudge each other and grin at the 
town automobile dealer in ‘them high- 
water pants he’s got to imitate the city 
golfers. They make for the stock sheds 
—not to view their own and their 
neighbors’ cattle as they once did, but 
to look at blooded Jerseys, Holsteins, 
Ayrshires from stock farms owned by 
rich men. The older men are, perhaps, 
not so much at home on the fairgrounds 
as they once were. But there is a new 
gayety today about the booths, a sound 
of easy mirth, a sort of froth of the 
human spirit bubbling up amid the 
yawps of squeakers, the cry of hawkers, 
the invitations to the games of chance. 

“It used to be just the men folks who 
played games of chance—shooting, shy- 
ing for cocoanuts, ‘hitting a nigger in 
the eye’ and winning cigars; once in a 
while, on the sly, losing money to the 
man who played the shell game. Now 
the girls play, too—toss rings and giggle 
while they bounce down from pegs be- 
fore gold wrist watches to pegs before 
bright canes with ‘kewpies’ on them. 

“Throw till you win, everybody gets 
a prize here! A nickel buys you five 
rings .. 4 You win—a small 
green frog ‘that squeaks. The wrist 
watch still hangs. 

“Hot dogs are still there, and 
cream cones, and apples on a stick dipped 
in sed syrup, popcorn and doughnuts, 
red drinks and yellow. Overhead the 
Ferris wheel dangles ite precarious red 
seats, boys in them clinging reassuringly 
to their girl friends. Near it small air- 
planes spin from glorified safety pins, 
making *he young ‘airminded’ think they 
are Lindbergh or Amelia Earha.t. Every- 
where penetrates the bizarre, squeaky 
music of the merry-go-round, and cfill- 
dren's hands tug adult hands toward it.

“Same horses, swaying up and down 
on brass rods. Another generation of 
small faces, smiling, exultant. Young 
hands waving to parents, and parents, 
growing dizzy, looking away. Same little 
mirrors, flashing sun into the faces of 
onlookers, making them blink. But 
youths and maidens no longer ride side 
by side, solemn, as they once did; long 
skirts of the maidens, pulled down across 
coy ankles, veils floating as their wearers 
bowed with dignity to friends, pretend- 
ing for once that they were city people 
riding horseback. Flappers today ride 
with abandon, their strong, silk-stock- 
inged legs astride their painted chargers, 
shouting to their swains and tossing pea- 
nuts. The merry-go-round—what is it 
but a joke? And yet the squeaky music, 
taking you back to childhood, where all 
things were solemn. 

“Gone is the whip man, who used to 
crack his whips from a small, scariect 
pulpit, pinning his squinty eye on some 
embarrassed farmer. ‘Git a beautiful 
rawhide for just 50 cents. An’ I'll throw 
in a Httle black one for the lady to drive 
to church with for a quarter. You won't 
take her to church yourself, you'd oughta 
git her a whip to drive herself with, an’ 
here's another for the children to drive 
to school with’—crack, crack; look out 
for your nose, Johnny—an’ a little one 
for the baby, all for a dollar! A dollar, 
mister. Say, you never see a bargain 

. ~ He ts gone, the whip man. Gone 
and quite forgotten nowadays. 

“So is the fur booth, where once you 
found coonskin coats for 625 and buffalo 
robes for $10. City folks want all the 
furs now to wrar in heated limousines 
and torrid buildings. The country man 
wears a sheep-lined jacket when he drives 
the sleigh in below-zero weather. 

“A bazaar stand is where the fur booth 
once was. Small celluloid dolls from 
Japan, toy pistols, squeakers. Chains of 
glass beads, made in Czechoslovakia. 
Purses and perfumes, teddy bears and 
kewpies, pictures of saints framed in a 
galaxy of small shells, pins, mother of 
pearl, with names in twisted wire: Nettie, 
Stella, Lottie, Sophie, Winnie. Beyond 
them the tent of Monna Zanna, the Palm 
Beach palmist, the seventh daughter of 
the seventh daughter, who tells your 
past, present and future, reads your 
character like an open book. ‘Seek 
Your Fate Before It's Too Late .. . 
From within Monna Zanna’s monotone: 
‘Goin’ to be lucky, I see it In your hand, 
Gear. There's a dark man; now am I 
right, dear?’ Giggles. ‘Now just cross 
your palm with your largest silver coin, 
dear.’ 

“The side shows are next. Jolly Viola, 
the fet girl; Mysterious Marie, and Ali 
Zakithe magician. Jerry, the lion-slay- 
ing ape—a tame old monkey—and Go- 
Go, the elephant pig—a sweet potato 
with toothpicks for legs. Young men 
and girls come out, smiling, watching the 
others go in and get fooled. 

“Inside the Exhibition Hall things are 
changed, too. Less ‘fancy work’ decorates 
the counters. There are fewer tatted 
chair covers, there is less embroidery. A 
few old ladies still make patchwork quilts 
in quaint, old patterns, ‘crazy quilt’, out 
of silk scraps. A few make hooked rugs. 
But the young girls exhibit modern 
dresses that they have made, and lace- 
edged nightgowns, neatly initialed towels. 
Junior Achievement Societies have taught 
them to make things that are practical 
and useful.

“There is a community consciousness 
today about exhibits. The State demon. 
strates the hatching of fish. It shows 
white-pine blister in all its stages and 
how to treat it. The Red Cross holds 
exhibits on child feeding or on district 
nursing. Granges exhibit products of 
their town, flowers and vegetables piled 
high, milk in glass bottles, canned vege- 
tables, combs of honey, cans of maple 
sugar. The schools fill a whole wing 
with exhibits of the work of pupils, a 
new recognition of the creative ability 
of childhood. 


“After noon, wher the emptiness left 
by the lack of substantial country din- 
ners has been filled with hot dogs, the 
crowd enters the grand stand to watch 
a ball game or trotting races. Horse 
races are not what they once were—they 
are not like those of the days when 
everyone knew the horses, and Cousin 
Ase Sheldon came up from the flats 
with his old stallion, father to half the 
colts around the county. Horses today 
come on the railroad from a distance. 
Who cares which one wins? And who 
knows that these races are not fixed up 
between them? Young folks glance 
casually at the races and go back to 
pitch more rings and laugh and spend 
more money. 


“This is, perhaps, the secret. The tele- 
phone, the cheap car, the moving picture, 
and now the radio, have all had their 
influence in changing the children ef 
the farmers. Today they not only know 
what thry want, but they know how t 
get It. They work in summer hotels, 
garages, tea shops. They carn high wages. 
They dress in the same clothes, ride in 
the same cars as city people. More than 
that, they have learned the lesson of the 
cities: How to enjoy life.”
